Ha explained that 16 teletypes, referred to aa 
burator printers, are all looated In a apeelfle station 
of thle office and that the aa teletypes reeelve all Incoming 
telegrams. He said the busiest time these machines are In 
use are frees 3i 00 M to 6i00 PM and that each maohlne Is 
capable of reoelvlng 100 telegrams par jkc.ttQtr:, although the 
standard output per hour Is 80 messages. He said It mould 
be hard to estimate the number of Incoming messages received 
here per hour ee scawtlaea ell the machines axe got reoelvlng 
at the seme time, although at times they are. He likewise 
said that If 15 telegrams were sent by one offlse It does 
not mean that they mould all be received here In order. 

After a completed telegram le received on these machines, 
the messages are automatically put on a conveyer belt 
looated under the machine. Prom here they travel anywhere 
from els to fifteen feet and are released Into a large 
basket referred to aa a pool. This pool has anywhere from 
four to six employees and these employees then edit these 
Incoming telegrams ss to fora and correctness of spelling. 

Thle only takes a matter of seconds at which time they 
are then placed on a lower belt and sent to the routing 
center. 


This section which usually has at least two 
employees then reviews these inoomlng telegram messages 
to determine how they are to be delivered, from here 
they are then sent to either the Telephone Department, 
Messenger Station er Branch Offloe for delivery, ttieso 
messages likewise remain in the portion of this section 
only for e matter of seconds.

At this conference a call was issued for the formation of a 
"Provisional Organising Committee for the Reconstitution of 
a Marxlst-Lenlnist Party." 

In the same issue of "The Marxlst-Lenlnist Vanguard" 
there is contained "a Declaration" which reads in pare; 

"Therefore, we of the Marxlst-Lenlnist 
caucus of the old party, have met in a national 
conference on August 16th - 17th, 1958, have 
constituted ourselves as a provisional Committee 
for the Reconstitution of the Marxlst-Lenlnist 
Communist party." 

The October, 1958, issue of "The Marxist-Leninlst 
Vanguard" on page one contains an article entitled "5 Questions" 
which stated, "our aim is to forge ahead in our movement, and 
later. Join in a constitutional convention with any other move¬ 
ment, which is fighting for the creation of a genuine Communist 
vanguard party." 

A source advised on January 5» 1959* that the organiza¬ 
tion known aB the Provisional Committee to Reconstitute the 
Communist Party, USA, 1 b also known as the POC. 

A second source on December 15, 1958, reported that 
the first meeting of the Cleveland Branch, POC, was held on

Manager of this office and 
employees handling telegrams donot believe it possible for 
messages to be intercepted and disclaim any knowledge of infor¬ 
mation contained on these messages to outside sources.

I I stated that It was impossible tor an operator to 

intercept a group of asssages In Philadelphia as the operator 
who routes the asssages from that point aust observe and 
control approximately five nachlnes which are capable of 
handling approximately 335 messages per hour.

the printed messgge, the only purpose la to allow the 
operator to ascertain the destination at the message which 
the operator does at a glance.

it would not be possible for an employee to list the names of 
the individuals to whoa those telegrams were sent between the 
tlma they left the Office of BCUA and the time the y were 
actually transmitted by the WU Office In tbs BOB. I I 

stated that tha reading or noting of WU messages except la 
connection with the official haldlng of these messages Is b7c 
strictly against the rules of the company and that all of 
the employees know that they would be subject to dismissal 
Is It were known that they were violating the company rules.

the original telegram would be retained by the office In tha aOB 
until dosing tfmm at 8 p.m.

COMPLAINT OF CONGRESSMAN WALTER 


Congressman Walter, Chairman, House Committee on 
Un-American Activities (HCUA), by letter dated 6-1-62 to the 
Department, complained that the identities of witnesses who 
had been subpoenaed before HCUA appeared in the "Cleveland 
press" 5-12-62, the day after telegrams were sent to the 
witnesses advising them of postponement of their appearances. 

REQUEST OF CRIMINAL DIVISION 


By memorandum dated 6-12-62, the Criminal Division 
requested a preliminary investigation be conducted to determine 
if a possible violation of the Unauthorized Publication or Use 
of Communications Statute had occurred. It is a violation of 
this statute for an employee of a telegraph company to divulge 
information obtained through his employment to unauthorized 
persons. In addition, it is a violation for one to use 
information knowing that it has been illegally intercepted. 

INFORMATION FROM HCUA 

I [ HCUA, advised 

that subpoenas were served on a numoer oi witnesses m the 
Cleveland area on 5-7-62. Wetterman and two other HCUA b 7 C 

investigators were aided by six Cleveland Police Department 
Detectives and two Deputy U. S. Marshals in the service of 
subpoenas.

Ho investigation conducted by Bureau aonoerntng o optioned 
individual who ie of interest to the Director since he is under considera¬ 
tion for appointment to a Commission on Oooernment Security. Walter waa 
elected to 73rd Congreee and subsequent Congresses; he is gS member of the 
Souse Judtoiary Committee and Chairman of the Souse Committee oft Un-Ameri¬ 
can Aottvities (SCUA). Walter has been favorable in hU i feagtfta about the 
Director and the Bureau. Walter reported to have tried, in lmi to get 
wire tapping bill amended to plaoe authority with courts anfW.3. 
Commissioners whtoh course Department opposed. Introditcedybill oailing 
for presentation of o medal to Dtreotor in January, 1945, and in May, 1949, 
introduced bill calling for government to oeoperatO with f. Edgar Hoover 
Foundation. On 9/27/52 introduced Souse Joint Resolution 412 to pro¬ 
vide power of subpoena and to grant immunity In oertain investigations re¬ 
lating to improper and illegal conduot in transaction of business of 0,3. 
government. Power to be exercised by Director or persons designated b y j y 
him. Director opposed to this Resolution. Resolution was defeated t*f&/\ 
Committee on Judtoiarj/ and Walter agreed not to bring up again after f ' 
idtacusston with Bureau official. Walter did considerable work to further 
I passage of 32077 which relieved Bureau of large quantity of applicant work. 
In January and February, 1955, Walter advised he wanted hie Committee to 
establish a working relationship with ua and did not want to do anything to 
conflict with our work. Walter was referred to the Department concerning 
official assistance but stated he preferred personal relations with the 
Bureau. On 3/8/55 he made statement on TV program that in order to check 
its witnesses, his Committee first obtained a report on them from the FBI. 
Be later apologised for this error, saying it would not happen again. In 
March, 1955, a former informant of our Newark Office waa subpoenaed by hto 
Committee. Representatives of the Department of Justice requested that 
Walter camoel the subpoena sinoe the informant was under consideration as 
a witness in the near future. Walter rajTuaad, saying he would merely inter¬ 
view the informant and there woulit be n$ publicity. During subsequent 
conversations, Mr. Nichole stated Walter had hot been forthright in 
handling this matter and the Dlreotor commented, "I ithink we should discon¬ 
tinue trying to deal with Walter as this tnstanoe shows laok of forthright¬ 
ness.

Inasmuch as Ms amendment had been defeated. (87-26914)

MEMORANDUM FOR MR. TOLSON 
MR. NICHOLS 


On Thursday, March 15, 1956, I saw former Assistant 
Directors Ladd and Tracy, who called to pay their respects and 
generally bring me up to date on the new work upon which they have 
embarked with the Wright Commission looking Into the Government 
employment Security Program, 

I pointed out to both Mr. Ladd and Mr. Tracy that I had 
had a visit from Mr. Wright some weeks ago and that Mr. Wright had 
sought both the formal and Informal cooperation of this Bureau and 
1 had informed Mr. Wright he would receive the fullest cooperation to 
the extent which the law required us to give it to him. but beyond that 
I did not Intend to Inject myself into the operations of the Wright

I Presently, member of House Judiciary Committee and Chairman ot House Com¬ 
mittee on Un-American Activities (HCUA). Bufiles reflect Walter has been 
favorable in his remaras about the Director and the Bureau. In 1941, he tried 
to get wire tapping bill amended to place authority with courts and U. S. Com¬ 
missioners. Department opposed this. Introduced bill on presentation of a medal 
I to Director, January, 1945. In May, 1949, introduced bill calling for government 
I to cooperate with J. Edgar Hoover Foundation. On 3-27-52, introduced House 
Joint Resolution 412 to provide power of subpoena and to grant immunity in certain 
investigations relating to improper and illegal conduct in transaction of business 
in U. S. Government.

On December 30, 1955, Mr. Nichols prepared a memorandum to 
Mr. Tolson on the subject of "Commission <j)|jJLhe Government Security." This is 
a four-page memorandum, and the origin a\/'contained the Director's remarks 
concerning certain paragraphs, along with h copy of George Sokol sky's column of 
I2-28-;>5, is attached to this memo. Briefly summarized, it concern's Sokolsky's 
reference in his column of 12-28-55 to the "Commission On Government Security" 
some of whose members expressed themselves on the subject of security and the 
FBI. Sokolsky pointed out the HCUA had become soft ou security over resentment 
ot the Director's testimony regarding Harry Dexter White. Sokolsky's remarks 
concerning Sam Rayburn's decision that politics come first and HCDA must employ 
i counsel interested in party politics was pointed at Congressman Walter's action 
]in cancelling his offer to appoint Bob Morris as Counsel ior the HCLIA. Sokolsky 
told Nichols confidentially that Walter called him on 12-29-55, and was wild over 
Sokolsky's attack against him, Walter. Sokolsky told Walter he was the one man 
I who should have stood up for Lhe FBI in the Commission On Government Security 
(when any question came up about tte FBI. Walter admitted he should have, and 
that it was a slip of the tongue; that what he had in mind was getting some great 
legal mud as General Counsel. Walter advanced the theory he was trying to do 
FBI afavor by keeping FBI out of the Commission set up so no one could cast 
a reflection on the FBI from the standpoint of favoritism. Also, in his memo¬ 
randum Is a discussion of Rayburn having seen former President Hoover shortly 
before the Chief went to Florida, and the former President did talk with Mr. Hoover 
i about working out some way to help Lloyd Wright. The Director wrote on this 
I part of the memo that he had brought up the matter at dinner with the former 
President and told him of developments and told him of his position in the matter. 
Also, in this memorandum Mr. Nichols discussed a call he received from Tom 
Beale of the HCUA at which time he told Beale he was somewhat in a quandry and a 
little disturbed over what was happening with the HCUA. They discussed Sokolsky's 
comments, and Beale told Nichols he was nonplussed; that for years the Chairman 
had talked in most friendly and favorable terms of Hie Bureau to him.

BIOGRAPHICAL DATA: 


Francis E. Walter, Democrat of Easton, Pennsylvania, was born 
May 26, 1894. He received his B.A. degree from George Washington University 
and the LL.B. degree from Georgetown University. He was County Solicitor for 
Northampton County, Pennsylvania, from 1928-1933. He is a Director of the 
Easton National Bank and Vice President and Director of the Broad Street Trust 
Company in Philadelphia. Walter is a veteran of both World Wars. He was 
elected to the 73rd Congress and all subsequent Congresses. 

INFORMATION IN BUFILES: 


We have had considerable contact over a number of years with 
Walter and there are numerous references to him in Bufiles. For purpose of 
this memorandum review has been limited to his main file. This file reflects,

| on this. The second matter he took up with the Director was that/judge Edgerton 
I of the U, S, Circuit Court of Appeals. Re was thinking of calling him before his 
committee with a view to initiating Impeachment proceedings against the Judge. 
Walter said that he understood Edgerton had been a member of a communist 
group before he became a judge. The Director told him we would check our files 
to see what we could da to be of assistance to him. 

In January, 1957, Mr. Nichols delivered to Congressman Walter 
an autographed copy of "The FBI Story." 

The "Congressional Record" of June 3, 1957, carried the extension 
of the remarks of Congressman Walter which included a speech he had given before 
the Catholic War Veterans in Baltimore on. June 1. His speech was very favorable 
to the Bureau and he was cordially thanked. In August, 1957, he was cordially 
thanked for his assista nce and support of legislation to clarify the Supreme Court 
decision in the l *1 case. You will recall, of course, that at the time of the 
Cyrus Eaton blast against the Bureau, Walter's committee was anxious to sub¬ 
poena Eaton.

The "Congressional Record" for January 12, 1959, reflects 
that Congressman Roosevelt Introduced a resolution to abbllsh the HCUA and 
transfer its jurisdiction to the Committee on the Judiciary. Roosevelt feels that 
HCUA cannot continue under "the present cloud of uncertainty which pervades its 
operations." He noted the Committee on the Judiciary already has power to 
investigate matters Involving espionage. He proposes to extend this power to all 
seditious activities. Roosevelt notes that his action is not related to the campaign 
of certain groups which may he communist dominated or communist Inspired to 


abolish the HCUA.
